laws abandoned hope when they saw their 
woman leader fall and took to flight. Two 
beside the dead Hendrickson and his daugh- 
ter were captured. Five others escaped 
after a lively running fight. 

Charles Hendrickson was leader of a 
gang of stock thieves which has operated in 
this section fo rseveral months, mainly in 
Franklin County. Regular officials failed 
for a long time to either run the thieves 
down or to prove their identity. Finally 
the citizens of Franklin County employed 
detectives and they discovered the thieves 
but failed to catch them. 

The gang escaped into this county several 
weeks ago and until yesterday kept in hid- 
ing in the woods at the homes of friends. 
They were finally run to their lair by Sher- 
iff Evans and a posse. 

Hendrickson, his daughter, and seven of 
his band were found in an-isolated house 
west of here and when called upon to sur- 
render only answered with a volley from 
each window which was promptly returned. 
There was mo more. parieying. For 16 
minutes the shooting was intermittent, the 
Hendrickson band hawing the protection of 
the house and the officers firing from hbe- 
hind trees and such other smal! shelter as 
could be found. F‘naily, despairing of 
coping with the desperadoes in this fashicn 
of fighting, Sheriff Evans called on his 
force to close in on the house without con- 
sideration of cost. 

The outlaws were largely outnumbered 
and when the Sheriffs order came they 
sought to escape. by flight in the open, 
pouring out the door and firing continuous- 
ly at the posse which scught to close in 
on them. 

At their head came Hendrickson and his 


daughter. Almost at the first fire Hendrick- , 


son fell with a bullet tn his head. While 


the others of the band backed away towani | 


the timber in the rear of the house, hold- 
ing back their pursuers by their fire, the 
woman stood stil! in front, with her dead 
father at her feet, picking away at the 
oncoming officers. Quickly they made for 
cover again, but not until a bullet from her 
rifle had brought down Deputy Sheriff C. 
B. Booth, seriously if not fatally wounded. 
A second later a shot directed from be- 
hind a tree struck the girl fairly in the 
breast and she fell across her father’s 
corpse. 

Her stand had saved five of her compan- 
‘ons by its short check of the posse's 
charge.

MANILA, 4 p.m., March 27.—Gen. Mce- 
Arthur’a tired but victorious .army has 
forced its way through swamp and jungle, 
fording many rivers, and over a country 
wholly unknown, even to the General in 
command, to Maliloa, on the river of ithe 
same rame, a point half way from Manila 
to Malolos. Here the natives had de- 
stroyed the railway bridge, and the Ameri- 
can army will bivouac for the night until 
the engineers can repair the structure and 
permit the forwarding of supplies, which 
so far have been kept right up with the 
advance of the fighting column. The loss 
in to-day’s fighting was not as are 
that of Saturday, but the exact figure can- 
not yet be given. Over 100 dead Filipinos 
were found in the trenches and rice fields 
after the battle whieh won us Maliloa. 

it was the rear guard of Aguinaldo’sarmy 
that we encounteded here. While as stated 
our exact loss has not been returned to the 
General in command, it is known that six 
Americans were killed, including three of- 
ficers, and forty soldiers were wounded. 

Captured Filipinos say that Aguinaldo 
led his army in to-day’s fighting. He has 
taken the field in person and will from 
now on conduct his army’s movements. 
The rebels are retreating towards Malolos, 
but as there are B® towns, some of them 


——— 


‘built of stone houses, between here and 


Malolos, every mile of our advance must 
be won by bullets. 


FOREIGN OFFICERS MARVEL. 


The achievements of the American army 
are a revelation to the foreign officers, who 
are keeping in close touch with the ad- 
vance. The heat !s the worst foe, and 
there were grave fears that hundreds of 
soldiers would fall under its hot rays, but 
the men have withstood it, and compara- 
tively there have been few prostrations. 

The Filipinos fight stubbornly, but can- 
not stand up before the sweeping tide of a 
charge of American soldiers. The fact that 


‘they fight behind intrenchments, accounts 


for the smallness of their losses. 

They are poor marksmen. Were they ex- 
perts with the deadly Mauser, with which 
many of them are armed, half of the Ameri. 
ean force would have been killed and 
wounded in the four days fighting since 
Gen. McArthur moved out of the Manila 
trenches. 

As it Is the entire American loss up to to- 


and 300 wounded. 

Regular officers here who served in the 
civil war say they have seen one regimeni 
of Union troops lose more men in one 
hour's fighting on Southern battlefields 
than have fallen here since hostilities be- 


e Still they regard the present campaign as 
anything but a picnic and say that it is 
real war, but under wholly different condl- 
tions from anything in which they were 
ever before engaged. 


ALL TOWNS BURNED. 


At every railroad station circulars have 
been vosted. signed by the Filipino Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Antonio Luna, ordering 
all spies and bearers of news to the enemy 
to be ehot without trial, and Matructing 
that all looters and arvishers be treated in 
the same manner. Further, all towns 
abandoned by the Filipino troops are first 
to be burned.. 

While deploring the existence of war, thd 
circular maintains the un‘entable rigit of 
the Filipinos to defend their homes. ° ves 
and lands against “would-be s -minators, 
who would kill them, their wives an cnili- 
dren,” adding that this mouve »sught to 
impell all Filipinos to sacrifice every' ning.

THE BATTLE OF SUNDAY. 


American Troops Take Polo and Push 
Toward Malolos. 

MANILA. March 27.—The United 5tates 
troops, under Bngadier-General Wheaton, 
captured the town of Malnta, beyond the 
Tuliahan River, Sunday, after a sharp 
fight. Col. Harry C. Egbert of the Twen- 
ty-second Regular Infantry, was Killed. 
Prince Loewenstein, formeriy aide-de-camp 
on the staff of Brigadier-General Mier at 
lioilo, somehow got in front of the firing 
line and was shot in the side, dying almost 
instantly. 

A German who accompanied him was 
wounded, 

The American casualties Sunday were 
much lighter than those of Saturday. 

Gen. Wheaton entered Malnta, which is 
a small village of huts, at 1 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon.

The insurgents made a flerce resistance 
to the American advance up to the railroad 
at Manila.

PROBLEM CONFRONTING OTIS. 


Aguinaldo’s Army May Break Up Into 
Guerilla Bands. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The move- 
ment against the rebels tn the Philippines 
has not met with the success officia f 
the War Department anticipated. Agul- 
naldo has escaped, and there is now every 
probability that guerrilla warfare will he 
waged indefinitely. Officials here leve 
Malolos would immediately be captured 
and the rebellion ended by the capture of 
Aguinaldo. 

A question worrying officials of the War 
Department is where the natives managed 
to obtain enough ammunition to ca 
such a prolonged conflict. Dispatches 
Gen. Otis confirm the theory,that Spanish 
orisoners held by the rebels have been re- 
eased and have jolned the ranks of the 
insurgents. 

Advices from Gen. Otis Indicate that 
Aguinaldo’s forces comprise about 9,000 
men, of whom only §. men are armed. 
Gen Corbin ridicules statements that Agul- 
naldo has 100,000 men. 

American forces in the far East have not 
their full complement of officers. Officers 
have been assigned to regiments in the 
Philippines, but many of them have delayed 
their departure and others are en route.

His friends 
here say that he Is, above all things, brave 
and that they know he will not falter when 
his hour comes.

Their Forces Into Grades for Pro- 
motion and Discharge. 


The Police Board has issued an order to 
police captains commanding them to imme- 
diately grade their sergeants and patrol- 
men in first, second and third classes. 

This means trouble for inefficient police- 
men and possible promotion for deserving 
men to come when the new police law goes 
into effect. It is announced that if any 
incempetents are found they will be dis- 
charged. 

Consequently there is fear and trembling 
Within some police untforms. The men 
with good records are looking forward to 
advancement and more pay. The grading 
is to be done by the captains tn their re- 
| spective districts and in accordance with 
| the records and known ability of the men. 

The last order of this kind was promul- 
gated in 1894 and was followed by the great- 
est shaking up known in the department 
during the preceding twenty years. 

Vice-President Harry B. Hawes of the 
board said: 

“The order issued to captains of the va- 
rious districts grading police officers is to 
ascertain their qualities, in view of the 
new police bill passed by the State Legis- 
lature and which soon béetomes effective. 
The object, of course, Is to pick out men 
and put them im line for promotion. In 
these selections meérit alone will count. 
'Influence will not exercise aliy power. 

“Aside from this we want to know the 
inefficient men. If there are any of that 
kind, and it is likely there are, we don't 
want them.” 


RECRUITS FOR THE FIELD 


More Men Required at Once to Fill Up 
the Depleted Ranks at Manila 
and Elsewhere.

The United States Army is to be ex- 
panded at once to the limit provided by 
the recent act of Congress, 65,000 men. An 
order, promulgated .in Washington, has 
reached St, Louis, instructing Capt. Owen 
W. Sweet, who is In charge of the recruit- 
| ing office here, to enHst all the men he can 
secure and to advertise in the daily paper: 


for recruits. 

The new men are being sworn in for a 
term of three years and, as enlisted, they 
'are being sent to fill up the regiments now 
in the fleld that have been depieted by 
battles and disease. Most of them are be- 
ing sent to the Philipp.nes, via San Fran- 
cisco. 

“The Government wants all the regular 
regiments filled up to the maximum,” said 
Capt. Sweet Monday. “So many men are 
being discharged every day for one cause 
or another that the regiments are becomin 
skeletons. About 40,000 men, who enlist 
for the war, will be discharged soon, and 
that will leave the army very small. 

“Puring the early part of the war re- 
cruits were plentiful and there was little 
necessity for advertising for them. Of 
late, however, the popular interest in the 
affairs of the army waned and recruiting of- 
fices received but little attention. 

“We want all the recruits of the proper 
sort that we can gecure at this office. I 
have advertised in the daily papers and 

am going to re-bill the town. I have 
sent an officer into Northeasterr Missouri 
to work Louisiana, Hanniba.\ Bowling 
Green and other cities for men.”

THE PASSOVER FEAST. 


PREPARATIONS FOR PASCHAL. 


What Is Done by the Orthodox During 
the Feast, as Remembered in Cer- 
tain Portions of the City. 


Passover, the oldest feast in the Jewish 
calendar, began Saturday evening. 

For seven days will the observance con- 
tinue, ending as it began, with what is 
called a *“‘holy convocation,’’ the reunion of 
the family. 

To all Jews does the paschal celebration 
recall memories and to all is it the occa- 
sion of . which solemnity, 
among those reared in orthodoxy. The most 


of this latter class in St. Louis reside in the 
vicinity of Seventh, Eighth, Wash, Carr 
and Biddle streets, and in this Jocality ac- 
tive preparation. for the great event went 
on all of last week. 

Saturday evening, immediately after the 
initiary service in the synagogue, simul- 
taneous with the setting of the sun, tne 
“Seder’’ was given, To this occasion, Jews, 
no matter how far away they may be, al- 
ways, if possible, return, that they may 
celebrate it in the bosom of their families. 
The ceremonials are to-day similar to those 
of 3000 years ago, and the slightest change 
is viewed with abhorreuce. 

Saturday the orthodox Jews of St. Louis 
carried out the celebration according to the 
form laid down by Moses. 

First the father of the household entered 
the room where the table was place. 

The members of the househld filed into 
the room after him. The greatest respect 
was shown him—for the night he was a 
king. At the head of the oval table eat a 
great chair or small] lounge, covered with 
cushions, and on which the head of the 
family half reclined and half sat. As soon 
as all ‘assembled the wife ,left the room 
and entered, bearing a bow! of water, in 
which the head of the household solemniy 
washed his hands. Then all were seated 
at the table. It was curiously laid. Over 
its center burned clusters of candles, while 
in the corners were the lamps of coal 411, 
which added to the brilliant illumination. 
Directly in front of the semi-throne of the 
head of the family sat the ‘“Seder-dish’”’ 
and in the center a flazon of wihe. The 
flagon contained enough of the csrefully 
measured red liquid for each of those ct- 
tending to have four glasses, which must 
be drained, and an extra amount fur the 
“Cup of Elijah.’ The “Seder-dish” is that 
which is the most curious to the Christian. 
It is a large covered dish or platter. First 
on it have been laid three large pieces cof 
““Matzoth,” the odd crackers or unleav- 
ened bread, especially manufactured fer 
the Jews, and with neither salt, grease 
nor yeast among its ingredients. -The 
crackers, or pieces, are about eight inches 
in diameter. Over each is laid a eover of 
white linen separating it from the one 
above it. On top of the three separated 
by Kgs ae! een are six little disheg, 
each containing a peculiarl repared ar- 
ticle. The first has a boiled ah g rin Meng 

of the germ of life: second a dish 
of parsley, symbolizing freedom: third. bit- 
ter herbs—horseradish—representinge the 
bitterness of the life of the Jews while in 
captivity in Egypt; fourth, a mixture of 
nuts, honey and apples, called by the Jews 
‘“Charoseth;”’ fifth, salt water. symbolical 
of the salt water of the Red Sea: through 
which the Israelites were led by Moses: 
sixth, shankbone, symbolical of the pascnai 
lamb slain on the night of deliverance 
from bondage. 

The wine cups were filled and each guest 
emptied his cup at the beginning of the 
feast. The head of the house picked uD a 
sprig of the parsley and dipped it in the 
salt water, handing a bit of it to each, say- 
ing in Hebraic, “This is the bread of af- 
fliction, which our forefathers did eat.” 
Every one sat down, and then the youngest 
child at the table asked a series of ques- 
tions in the language of the Jewish lit- 
any, beginning with one: “Wherefore is 
this night distinguished from all other 
nights? Any other night we may eat either 
leavened or unleavened bread. but on this 
night only unleavened bread.” The answer 
came from all about the table, as prescribed 
in the Talmud. There are four questions 
asked, and they are called what sounds to 
the untutored Christian like “mah mish- 
tant.”” The head of the household then 
began a discourse, in which he recited the 
history of the Jews while In bondage in 
Egypt, telling of their deliverance, after 
the plagues had been visited on the Egyp- 
tians. From the biblical story he drew 
lessons of the final triumph of right over 
evil throughout the history of all races and 
all peoples. When he had Anishesl all drank 
their second glass of wine. while a prayer 
was recited. Then water was brought and 
all the guests washed their hands and 
broke the unleavened bread and ate it. 
They partook of the bitter herbs, repeating 
a prayer. The table was then set for the 
feast proper. Many things are prepared 
for it, but there are always two hard-boiled 
eggs in salt water for each guest. The 
third glass of wine is taken immediately 
after the feast, and then comes the most 
solemn ceremony of all. 

The large cup, or goblet, which has been 
sitting at one edge of the table during the 
yrevious ceremony, is filled, the door of the 
10use ts thrown open, and in a loud voice 
the head of the household invites the spirit 
of the Prophet Elijah to enter and drink 
of the wine. Following this are the songs 
which were written thousands of years 
ago, and through the ages have been hand. 
ed down from one generation in the Chal- 
daic and Hebraic, just as they were sung 
Saturday night in Little Jerusalem. The 
drinking of the final cup of wine and the 
fina] prayer are most impressive. 

This marks the conclusion of the feast, 
after which prayers and psalms are chanted 
in a wailing tone, the burden of which is 
a plea for the return of the “chosen 4 
ple’ to their “promised land’’—Jerusalem.

DEATH OF MRS. VIRGINIA ELIOT 
CARR CABANNE. 


CAME OF TWO OLD FAMILIES. 


History of Her People Co-Extensive 


With That of Upper Louisiana 
and the Middle Weét, 


Mrs. Virginia Eliot Carr Cabanne, widow 
of John Charless Cabanne, died at the resi- 
dence of her son, Mr. J. Charless Cabanne, 
early Sunday morning. Her death was due 
to advanced age, she being in the Sth 
year of her life. For the past, year Mrs. 
Cabanne had been showing the effects of 
decrepitude, losing even the powers of 
speech and locomotion previous to her 
demise. Until recently, however, she was 
most active in her habits, and it was an 
enjoyment for her to waik from the West 
End downtown, her destination usually be- 
ing the Mercantile Library, and return on 


foot. ; 

Virginia Eliot Carr, the deceased’s maiden 
hame, was the descendant on both sides 
dbf men who made history. On her ma- 
ternal side her lineal progenitor was the 
famous Rev. John Eliot, ‘“‘Apostie to the 
Indians,” who first transiated the Bible into 
the aboriginal language. He was a Puritan 
of the stiff-necked type. Tne scene of his 
labors lay around what is now Known as 
Missouri in the seventeenth century. His 
sons settled in Ste. Genevieve,one of the first 
French settlements in the Upper Louisiana 
Territory. Here was born Ann Maria Eliot, 
who, in 1804, married William Chiles Carr, 
a young member of one of Virginia s finest 
families, who had come West to grow Up 


with the country. t 

The language of the peoples was almos 
entirely French, and to perfect himself in 
this speech, young Carr visited Ste. Gene- 
vieve. Here he met and wooed and won 
the fair daughter of the Eliots, who had 
been as prominent among the Puritans 8s 
ain own family had been among the Cav- 
aliers. 

‘After a brief residence in the little place 
the young couple moved to St. Louis, then 
a|thriving town of perhaps 5000 inhabitants. 

re William Carr succeeded in his chosen 
profession, the law, and soon became @ 
recognized leader at the bar. He was 
elected Circuit Judge, which position of 
nanae he held many years. Prosperity 
also attended his efforts: he amassed 
wealth and erected what was then con- 
sidered a handsome residence on Main 
street, just south of Walnut. 
r (‘This was the birthplace of Virginia Eliot 
Carr, in whose name was significant 
the union of Massachusetts and Virginia. 
Here she lived during her childhood. This 
was in 1816. Some years after this her 
father, Judge Carr, to what was 
almost an unknown country, Eighteenth 
and Wash streets, andthere built the widely 
known Carr mansion, now transferred into 
the Presbyterian Hoepital. In this house 
John Charless Cabanne, a scion of ihe first 
French families of St. Louis, who were 
inclined to regard the native-born residents 
—such as the Carrs, the Christys, the Lu- 
cases and the O’Fallons as “upstarts’— 
married Virginia Carr. The wedding, which 
occurred in 1833, was a great social event, 
to |\which were bidden the representative 
families throughout the surrounding coun- 
try) 
The couple enjoyed ® years of domestic 
bliss, Mr. Cabanne dying tn 1838, leaving 
a widow and three sons. One of the sons,

“The severest punishment that can be 
meted out in this court is totally inade- 
quate in your case,”’ said the Judge, ‘“‘The 
whipping post and the stocks ought to be 
revived for especial use on such men 
as you. I will do the best I can and fine 
yeu $500."’ 


Osear Valentine was also heavily fined 
in Judge Peabody’s court Monday for dis- 
ferp.ng the peace of his household on Sun- 

ay. 

Pn tentine went to his home, 800 South 
Broadway, and drove his wife and children 
from the house. Then he transferred h-s 
attention to the furniture. He kicked ta- 
bles and chairs over, broke the bureau and 
smashed the pictures. 

In the kitchen a fire was burning briskly. 
The stove was red-hot and the tea kKettie 
was boiling. fo was Valentine. He seized 
an ax and the stove was soon as much of 
a wreck as the rest of the furniture.

John Calloway, the wheelwright and 
wagonmaker from Fredericktown, Mo., 
who doesn’t belteve in banks and who goes 
aorund with $3000 and $4000 In his inside 
pocket, fs still’on the police roll of folks 
mysteriousiy missing. He was last seen 
Wedmsday by his wife and son, who are 
temporarily living at 2661 Pine street. 

Tne polhce are iooking for Calloway, and 
So is the missing man’s son. They ilo rot 
know what to-deduce from his disappeuar- 
ance. but Mrs. Calloway has a theory that 
he will soon turn up none the worse for 
his strange absence. 

Young Calloway is beginning to fear that 
his fatwer may have been rovbed and vio- 
lently dealt with. He has made the rounds 
of the city hospitals and institutivuns, and 
likewise has vis.ted all the private hospi- 
tals without finding a trace of the «id 
man’s movements. He has gone to the oath- 
er extreme, also, of surmieing that his fa- 
ther was out on a lark and had forgoiten 
in his excitement and pleasure that h- ever 
had a home. Following up this idea he has 
visited the saloons and winerooms ‘n the 
vicinity of Jefferson avenue. Many per- 
sons were found who remembered having 


seen Mr. Calloway, but they were unable, 


to say where he had taken himself. 

Mrs. Calloway and her son left their 
boarding place early Monday morning, os- 
tensibly to go looking for the lost one. 

They called at the house of a friend on 
Beaumont street, near Laclede avenue, but 
remained only a short time. They did not 
go to the Four Courts, where, it was said 
by Capt. Reynolds, 
nothing new in the case. 

Young Calloway says his father lost sev- 
eral thousand dollars by bank failures on 
two occasions, and for the last four or 
five years has preferred to carry his own 
money, declaring that he could take care 
of it better than anyone elee. 

“IT have been teling my mother for the 
last few days,’ says young Callawy, “‘that 
my father was stay:ng downtown, and 
that ] saw him regularly. I did this so 
as not to alarm her. The truth is, I have 
not seen him. 

“He left Fredericktown nearly two years 
ago, since which time he has been working 
in Cairo. Tl He came to St. Louis on 
March 10 to join my mother.

Violets, daffodils and hyacinths, which 
ordinarily need but little coaxing tp bring 
them in time for Easter, were scarce be- 
cause of the severe cold all this' month 
and the months before, and the fact as 
well that this year’s Easter is an early one.

BOWLING GREEN, O., March 27.—The 
Zeltner brothers, Paul and John, who killed 
Attorney G. H. Westhaven at Hoytsville 
Saturday and who were lodged in jail here 
yesterday, after holding a mob and the 
State militia at bay while locked in their 
house all night, will probably go to trial 
without molestation by mob. Bowling 


Green Is somewhat remote from scene 
of their crime, feeling against th here, 
though strong, is not nearly so bitter as 
at Hoystville and the county jall is looked 
on as impregnable. 

The Zeltners were induced to surrender 
by ex-Sheriff Dick Biggs of Bowling Green, 
whose visit to the house In which the bro- 
thers were already entrenched is looked 
upon as one of the bravest deeds ever per- 
formed by an Ohio officer. 

Ex-Sheriff Dick Biggs reach the scene 
about’6:20 in the morning. When within 
200 feet of the door Johm Zeltner called to 
him to ge. his attorney, H. W. Hook, and 
come inside and talk the situation over. 
Hook refused to enter. Finally Biggs and 
Harry Smith entered. A long parley en- 
sued. Finally a novel sort of compromise 
was arranged. The crowd finally agreed 
not to molest the soldiers if the men wére 
taken out the front way go they could see 
them. 

The two brothers were handcuffed and 
marched out, the two companies of State 
militia having meantime been drawn up in 
sudh a way as to repel any attempt at 
securing the prisoners, The Zeltners sto 
stolidly while the crowd passed by, much 
as spectators do at a funeral, and satisfied 
their ourilosity. This ceremony over, the 
Sheriff and his assistants took the prison- 
ers, and, under escort of the military 
companies, marched six miles through mud 
and slush to Custar, on the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton Road, where a train 
Was taken for Tontogany, and from thence 
the men were hurried across the country 
to Bowling Green, 

crowd of about 1000 people met the 
train at Bowling Green, but there was no 
demonstration. At the jail the eager 
had nothing to say except that they re- 
Bretted the death of Clarence Wetten- 
myer, who was killed during the attack on 
the house. 

Ex-Sheriff Biggs says that they had two 
gees Marlin repeaters and a brace of 
smith & Wesson revolvers, and might have 
held the officers off for an indefinite period,

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MAY BE TWO ADMIRALS. 


Congress Unwittingly Gave Opportun- 
ity for Promotion of Sampson. 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—Unwittingly 
Congress, just before its adjournment, gave 
President McKinley authority to appoint 
two Admirals of the Navy instead of Hmit- 
ing the grade to one, as it undoubtedly in- 
tended The discovery has just been 
brought to the attention of the officials of 
the Navy Department and has aroused con- 
siderable gossip, especially among the 
friends of Rear-Admirals Sampson and 

Schicy. 

President McKinley approved, March 2, 
“an act creating the office of Admiral of 
“the Navy,” providing that the President 
““e here authorized to appoint, by se- 
lection and promotion, an Admiral of the 
Navy who all not be placed apon the 
retired isi, except upon his own applica- 
tion; and whenever such office shall be 
vacated by death or otherwise, the office 
_ @hall cease to exist.”’ 

Notwithstanding that the President had 
already appointed Dewey to be “Admiral 
of the Navy,’’ -y provided for in the act,

act under which Admiral Dewey had been 
appointed and confirmed.

BRYAN AT LITTLE ROCK. 


He Declares That He Loves Principles 


Above Leadership.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 27.—W illiam 
Jennings Bryan arrived this morni 
8:35 o'clock from Hot Springs and Seon AE » 
by a committee of members of the Legis- 
lature and citizens of Little Rock and 
escorted to the QOapital Hotel, where he 
held a reception until 10 o’clock. He was 
then escorted to the State House, first 
visiting the Senate, where he spoke a 
few m.nutes and then paid his respects to 
the House.
